Though the measure is subject 
to appropriation, legislation co- 
sponsored by Rep. JoAnn Osmond 
(R-Antioch) was unanimously 
approved by the Illinois House of 
Representatives to allow zero-inter- 
est loans to fire departments and 
districts to purchase trucks. 

"This will really help the small 
departments that wouldn't be able 
to handle short-term loans with 
interest," said Osmond. 

Loans would not be able to- 
exceed $250,000 for any department 
or district and could be carried out 
for a maximum of 20 years. 

Osmond, who serves on the 
committee of appropriations for 
public safety, said that the issuing of 
mandates combined with a "listless 



economy" have led fire departments 
and fire protection districts to cut 
already-slim budgets. 

"In order for our firefighters to 
perform their jobs adequately and 
effectively, it is important for them to 
have the necessary and up-to-date 
equipment available," she said. "This 
measure serves as a shining testament 
to the important roles these individu- 
als play in our everyday lives." 

The loan funds offered would be 
paid out of a newly created Fire Truck 
Revolving Loan Fund, a special fund 
in the Illinois Rural Bond Bank. 

Osmond said she and her task 
force colleagues observed that 
departments and districts that 
have better equipment and supe- 
rior training, also have lower 
insurance ratings. "This also saves 
a significant amount of money," 
she said.

During rimes of war, young adolescents experi- 
ence a range of feelings. The spectrum may run 
from anger and fear at the disturbance in the 
order of their lives to frustration at being unable 
to help the situation. 

Regardless of how one interprets "help"— either as 
makihg war or as stopping it— most people, young and 
old, agree that the burden of the effort falls blamelessly 
on the troops who are in the field. 

»At Palombi Middle School, a group of young teens, 
operating under the name SMAD ("Students Making a 
Difference") has stepped forward in an effort to ease 
the lives of our troops overseas. 

Within four days, the group, with the assistance of 
social studies teacher Will Hibler, collected 1,500 person- 
al items to send overseas. The donations included toi- 
letries, books, sewing kits, phone cards, disposable cam- 
eras and other things that become luxuries in a war zone. 

The quid-pro-quo, if one is needed, is that the stu- 
dents feel less helpless in the face of events out of their 
control. 



"This makes me feel that I'm doing what I can to 
help," said SMAD member Brandon Wold, a 14-year- 
old in the eighth grade. 

NickKrkpatrick, a 13-year-old eighth-grader who is 
president of SMAD, summed up the sense of purpose 
embodied in the group's efforts. 

"War is sad," he said. "We're helping our soldiers 
who are trying to help America." 

Aseventh-grader, Daniel Traska, 13, offered a catch 
phrase that embodied his philosophy: "Pay it forward, 
instead of paying it back." 

SMAD works all year to "pay it forward" in various 
ways. Nat Steinsuitz, 13, in the eighth grade, pointed 
out that some of the group's regular efforts can "pay it 
forward" twice. 

"We pay it forward with candygrams," he said. 
"People want to say something nice to someone, but 
don't know how, but they can send nice messages to 
someone." 

The "candygrams" are messages attached to candy, 
delivered by SMAD members. This year, SMAD sold 500 
. messages, at 50 cents apiece. The $250 was added to

Agreement 
for Main St. 
townhomes

Cedar Development will be 
allowed to move forward with plans 
for a quasi-PUD of townhomes on 
Main Street. ; 

While a PUD (planned unit 
development) allows for one large 
parcel of land to be split into small- 
er parcels for a planned develop- 
ment,, developer Dennis Biedron is 
taking seven smaller parcels and 
combining them into one larger 
unified development. 

When completed the develop- 
ment will utilize about four acres of 
land, currently in the mid-600s on 
Main Street running all the way 
back to the railroad tracks, for its 
seven buildings. 

Biedron said he and his archi- 
tect, William Reese, had worked on 
several different designs to come up] 
with something suitable in the eyes' 
of Bob Silhan, director of planning, 
zoning and building, and George 
Sakas, senior planner for the village. 

"I've already been thrown out 
the building office," Biedron said 
jokingly. "Bob threw me out the first 
time, and George the second. We've 
worked on 10 different scenarios, 
and think we got something nice." 

Biedron said he plans to berm 
the back of the lot as a buffer to the 
railroad tracks. When built, the clos- 
est unit will have one corner that is 
40 feet from the tracks. 

The detention area has been 
moved from the front of the total lot 
to the back. Between the planning 
and zoning public hearing and the 
village board meeting, Biedron 
reports that Wisconsin Central will 
assist in ensuring that drainage goes 
to the railroad property and not to 
lots south of the development. 

The board of directors of the vil- 
lage of Antioch approved the 
request under the condition that 
drainage will not run to the south. 

Both the planning and zoning 
board and the village board denied 
Biedron's request for a variation 
waiving village ordinance requiring 
brick on all four sides of the buildings. 

Additionally, both boards 
expressed concern that potential 
buyers understand the develop- 
ment's close proximity to the rail- 
road tracks and the noise factor. 

Biedron said those already living 
in the development have found it an 
advantage to live close to the train. 
"The sales contracts point out that 
the train tracks are there," he said. 
"I've found they like living where 
they can walk to the train station."

Those either elected or appointed to vari- 
ous boards within the Village of Antioch won't 
be quite so underpaid in the future. The board 
of directors unanimously approved two 
motions to bring the village's pay structure in 
line with other Lake County municipalities.

mayor in 2005 while the second increases die 
per diem paid to those who sit on the com- 
bined planning and zoning board, the parks 
board and the fire and safety board.

Recording secretaries will be paid $80 per 
meeting, effective May 1. Other board members, 
whose pay ranges from $15-40 per meeting, will 
also see an increase to $80 effective May 1.

The open house was nearly packed to capacity as theater-goers, dignitaries and curi- 
ous residents came in to see the revamped theatre with a new interior and amenities that bare- 
ly offer a hint of its former self. 

The front lobby has been expanded as well as the balcony and an upper level lobby. In 
additionto a new coffee room, both restrooms are larger and have been updated. President 
Tom Hausman said the auditorium has been renamed in memory of Spiering, and that the 
sprinkler system has been dedicated to Homer and Francis LaPlant in honor of their bequest. 

j The theater group that became PM&L Theatre began in I960. "We didn't intend to have 
members," said Betty Smouse, publicity director. "That just happened." Nonetheless, the 
founding 12 or 13, including Betty who pitched in $5 with her husband Ken Smouse's $5; gave 
$ifj bftch'to-jje part'of the Palette/Masque and Lyre (PM&L) Theatre group.".' f r iai«:nli»'n 

"It all started when the PTA'held open auditions for Time Out for Ginger' for a fundraising 
play," said Ken. "There were all sorts of people in the auditorium. I thought if that many peo- 
ple want to do this play, there is a place here for community theater." 

Ken and Betty chose the name PM&L as the theater's name at their college was P&M; "We 
weren't too creative about it;" said Ken. "We added lyre to represent the musical arts (with 
palette representing physjcal art and masque representing theatrical art)." 

By 1964, the group rented the space that was to become the permanent home of PM&L 
Theatre at 877 Main St., Antibch. ,.-

1 this building, we thought it would 

be lucky if we were still here 
after one year," said Ken. 
Betty added, "It 
was so weird when we 
first got this theater.

He added that the lifeblood of the theater has been community support. "We're into our 
42nd year," said Hausman. "We've been kept alive by community support. We have to have 
this community support." 

One-third of the generous Dolly Spiering bequest wenttoward this renovation, the rest is in 
an investment account to help keep PM&L an Antioch tradition well into the future. 

"Not-for-profit theaters like ours must depend on the kindness of benefactors to continue 
to bring live theater to audi- 
ences," Hausman said.

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'Unspoken Prayers' tackles issue 
of capital punishment head-on 




Unspoken Prayers," 
a new play by 
Claudia Men and 
directed by 
Dennis Zaeek, takes a close 
look at the pain and suffering 
that befalls a family when a 
violent, senseless death 
claims one of its children. 

In the 90-minute drama, 
premiering at Chicago's 
Victory Gardens Theater 
without intermission, a 16- 
year-old high school student, 
Sara (played by Karlie Nurse 
with sweet innocence), is 
sexually attacked and mur- 
dered one night after a 
choir rehearsal. 

Several scenes, effeo 
lively framed by brief 
blackouts, find the par- . 
ents going from disbelief to anger as they 
grieve their lost daughter. When a young 
suspect is identified, Frank, the father played 
by Rob Riley, wants an "eye for an eye." He 
finds himself pitted against a middle daugh- 
ter Becca (Kim Wade in a sensitive perfor- 
mance), who argues instead for life impris- 
onment without parole. " What about com- 
passion?" Becca says as her father retorts 
"What about revenge?" 

Meanwhile, Billie.lhe mother (Taylor 
Miller) is on the fence on the issue, and it's { 
tearing at her marriage. For her, it's not a 
clear-cut black or white call. 

The tragedy overshadows the family's 
life. Frank, a salesman, can't concentrate on 
his job. Drowning his sorrows in alcohol ~ 
doesn't help, either. And a chasm develops 
physically between Frank and his spouse. At

one point Frank makes a spectacle of himself; 
applying greasepaint to his face and a wear- 
ing a red clown's wig, he appears before the 
media, calling for justice 

At various times Sara's "living" spirit 
revisits members of the family, providing a 
measure of solace. 

Probably the strongest moments of 
"Unspoken Prayers" come late in the play, 
when Billie takes a bus to the jail where her 
daughter's murderer is being held. En route, 
she meets Edna (Velma Austin), the mother 
of "Big Bob" (Kenn Head), a bom-again con- 
victed killer awaiting lethal injection for' 
another crime.

"I think there is a lot of interest 
right now, but it is absolutely being 
overshadowed by the war," said 
Powers. "I believe that once the war 
is over, this is going to be a big 
story." 

Powers also said it could be a 
double whammy when the weather 
warms up, and the West Nile Virus 
scare continues. 

SARS is a respiratory illness of 
.unknown etiology, with an onset 
since February 1, originating in 
China, with confirmed cases in 
Vietnam and Singapore, according 
to information released by the 
health department. 

The leading hypothesis for the 
cause of SARS is that it is caused by 
a virus. 

■ SARS usually begins with a fever 
greater than 100.4 F and sometimes 
is associated with chills or other 
symptoms including headache, 
general feeling of discomfort and

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ment, Schmidt said the fire protection 
district's cost would be exactly that of 
the forest preserve. 

"We're not going to make a profit 
on this," she said. 

The piece of property the county 
plans to offer to the fire protection 
.district is.high ground on Grass Lake 
Road. 

The complete marketed parcel of 
254 acres contains a 75-acre lake and 
about 30 acres of wetlands, and net 
buildable land of about 130 acres. 

While Nicole Letter, spokesper- 
son for the YMGA of Metropolitan 
Chicago would not confirm that a 
deal was pending with the forest pre- 
serve, specifically, she stated, "We are 
in the process of making a deal. We 
feel good about our progress." 

Emily Garrity, a spokesperson for 
the Hastings Lake Community coali- 
tion, said she was disappointed that 
the Chicago Metro Y organization 
would not work with the coalition, but 
was glad the forest preserve was mak- 
ing the purchase. 

Garrity and nine other former 
Hastings Lake YMCA board members 
resigned from the YMCA board and 
formed the coalition in late October 
2002 in response to the Metropolitan 
board's decision to sell the property. 
The coalition had hoped to be able to 
purchase the three campsites in their 
entirety to form an independent local 
YMCA. 

When the Metropolitan board 
saw the outpouring of community 
support for the facility, it took a sharp 
turn, deciding to retain the member- 
ship facility— the only income-gener- 
ating part of the property— and sell 
the remainder of die land. 

With the incentive for purchasing 
the sites removed, the coalition was 
effectively de-mobilized. 

According to .George Richter, one 
of the former Hastings Lake board 
members, the facility had generated 
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over $1 million a year for the 
Metropolitan Chicago organization, 
which includes 31 sites and 100 satel- 
lite sites throughout the greater 
Chicagoland area. 

The Chicago-based YMCA board 
of directors, determining a need for 
money to support less profitable 
operations, opted to sell the Hastings 
Lake property, asserting it needed 
more than $6 million to make it 
viable. 

This figure was disputed by the 
coalition, which maintained it would 
cost about half that amount to repair 
and upgrade the property. 

The Original asking price for the 
property was $12-15 million. 

Garrity expressed surprise that 
the final bid was as high as it was. 

In the promotional packet sent 
to prospective buyers, the 
Metropolitan YMCA presented sev- 
eral possible uses for the land. One 
suggested scenario included 300 
one-third-acre homesites. The site 
was also marketed as a possible loca- 
tion for a golf course. 

"I am happy the green space and 
wildlife will be preserved," said 
Garrity, when she heard about the 
forest preserve's plans. 

Garrity said she hopes the forest 
preserve will find some new ways to 
use the campsites. 

Schmidt indicated no formal 
plans have yet been made regarding 
use of the space, although she con- 
firmed the buildings would probably 
be removed. 

Garrity expressed the hope that 
perhaps an in-ground pool at the 
west site (off Munn road) might be 
kept and used by the community. 

Some kind of trail system is 
undoubtedly part of the plan, as the 
forest preserve has made a network 
of hiking and biking trails a priority in 
designing the expansion and devel- 
opment of forest preserve property. 

Lake County does not administer 
any active recreation programs on 
any forest preserve property.

To minimize spread and expo- 
sure, people are encouraged to prac- 
tice good, hand hygiene; cover one's 
mouth and hose when coughing and 
. sneezing; and not share someone's 
silverware, towels, bedding or cloth- 
. ing without first cleaning properly.

Senators help 
push tax bill 

The Illinois State Senate passed 
Senate Bill 154, which would permit 
counties to hold a referendum to 
increase the county sales tax for the 
purpose of improving transporta- 
tion. The bill, sponsored by Senator 
Terry Link (D-Vernon Hills) and Co- 
Sponsored by Senators .William 
Peterson (R-Buffalo Grove) and 
Susan Garrett (D-Lake . Forest), 
passed by a 52-1 margin. 

All four of Lake County's State 
Senators, including Link, Peterson, 
Garrett and Adeline Geo-Karis (R- 
Zion), voted in favor of the legisla- 
tion. If approved by the General 
Assembly and Governor Rod 
Blagojevich, the bill would permit 
counties to hold. a referendum to 
give voters an opportunity to 
increase the county sales tax by a 
quarter-cent. The Lake County 
Board would like to ask voters if they 
would authorize use of this revenue 
source to improve art overburdened 
roadway system.

There is need 

to do more 

than just say no 

A flood of no votes sunk a majority of tax increase 
propositions on the consolidated election ballot last 
week. Opponents of higher taxes, particularly pro- 
posed hikes that involve education, in satisfaction 
with the outcome might be moved to think that their job is 
done. 

That judgment, in our opinion, is in error and far off the 
mark considering the stakes. Even as the impact of a tax 
increase defeat sinks in, now is the time for citizens to roll up 
their sleeves and take the next step. Proper utilization of the 
resources at hand looms as a first priority. Especially when - 
taxation for public education is considered, there is nearly 
unanimous agreement on all sides that society is dealing with 
a flawed system. 

There is a segment of the population convinced that 
school spending is out of control and that the way public 
education is delivered is riddled with mismanagement. 
Another faction is convinced that lack of state funding is to 
blame. Still another side of opinion is that citizens can and 
should do more to insure a quality education for children. 



• • • 



The wreckage of defeated referenda is not a pretty sight. 
Voters in Gurnee elementary voted down an education rate 
increase for the third time. The district already has eliminated 
13 teaching positions. Voters also KO'd requests for more 
taxes in Antioch District 34, Grayslake District 46 and Grass 
Lake District 36. Another issue going down for the third time 
was voting in Libertyville and Vernon Hills for selling bonds 
to fund library expansion. 

Aware that new taxes could be created down the road, 
Highwood voters defeated a home rule proposition that was 
offered as a way to increase city revenues with the imposition 
of a sales tax increase largely paid for by out-of-towners. 

Clearly, where essentially the same proposition was 
defeated three times, there is a disconnect between voters 
and officials representing them. Elected officials need to find 
out what people want while at the same time demonstrating 
that they can manage what they've been given in the way of 
tax income.

Where taxes were increased April 1, in Lake Bluff 
elementary, Fremont (rural Mundelein) and Emmons 
Elemetary in the Antioch area, there was more than average 
parent and citizen involvement in both the referenda cam- 
paign and school affairs in general. 

Citizen involvement is essential to a well run school and 
an education program that fosters public support. Grayslake 
District 46 is an example of a system where there is citizen 
distrust in the way the school is being operated. Many par- 
ents became disenchanted several years ago with an out- 
come-based education program put in place by the board of 
education and the administration. Citizens not only defeated 
a request for more money, they also elected three new mem- 
bers to the board. This is citizen involvement to the utmost. 
Citizens have become increasingly involved in direct manage- 
ment of library affairs in Libertyville and Vernon Hills with 
the result that a questionable financing program for expan- 
sion was defeated and some new faces were elected to the 
board of directors.

Dispassionate observers of public education see 
evidence of disrespect of taxpayers on the part of 
administrators and BOE members. That alone could account 
for a certain amount of distrust. One of the unfortunate fall 
outs of this adversarial relationship is "teacher bashing" where 
professionals in the classroom are unfairly singled out to 
receive the brunt of public criticism. Aside from questionable 
tactics of zealous union agents at salary negotiation time, 
teachers incorrectly and unnecessarily are targeted. 

It cannot be emphasized enough that public education 
benefits when citizens and parents are involved in the educa- 
tion process. There is reason enough to believe that no can 
become yes when all sides are informed and trust each other.

There will be a 15-member advi- 
sory committee including historians, 
authors and politicians, but we all are 
invited to submit ideas for celebra- 
tions. 

Already on the committee are Ken 
Burns, the film maker and author; 
Sam Waterston, an actor who often 
has played Lincoln; Mario Cuomo, 
former governor of New York; James 
Thompson, former governor of 
Illinois; and Sen. Dick Durbin, former 
congressman from the same Illinois 
district that Lincoln once represented. 

This looms as a panel of people 
who don't have enough to do. 
Planning a birthday party six years in 
advance, for goodness sake. 

Well, if anyone deserves it, it's 
probably "Honest Abe." He's more 
than the face on our pennies and $5 
dollar bills. Scholars have called him , 
the greatest writer who ever lived in 
the White House. 

Lincoln loved to read. He said, 
"The things Lwant to know are in 
books. My best friend is the man who 
will get me a book I ain't read." 

And he loved to write, volumes 
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and volumes of letters. Imagine the 
legacy of letters he might have left us 
had he not been assassinated at the 
age of 56. 

More than 100 movies have been 
made about Lincoln. Famous and 
well-known actors who have por- 
trayed him include F. Murray 
Abraham, John Carradine, Henry 
Fonda, Edward Herrmann, Charlton 
Heston, Hal Holbrook, Walter Huston, 
Kris Kristofferson, Raymond Massey, 
Gregory Peck, Jason Robards, Sam 
Waterston, Dennis Weaver and James 
Whitmore. 

Lincoln was born Feb. 12, 1809, in 
a log cabin in Kentucky. Growing up 
he loved to read, constantly borrow- 
ing books from neighbors. 

He is best remembered for pre- 
serving the Union during the Civil War 
and beginning the process that led to 
the end of slavery in the United States. 

He also is remembered for 
his character, his speeches and 



his letters. 

One of his most famous speeches, 
the Gettysburg Address, according to 
legend was written in two minutes on 
the back of an envelope. 

As a writer he shared with 
Shakespeare the realization that 
"brevity is the soul of wit." 

Lincoln was a melancholy man 
who cloaked his sadness in humor. 
His gift of writing produced memo- 
rable messages such as these, still 
capturing the heart of the matter 
some 200 years later: 

"Common looking people are the 
best in the world; that is why the Lord 
makes so many of them." 

"No matter how much cats fight, 
there always seem to be plenty of kit- 
tens." 

"I am never bored anywhere. 
Being bored is an insult to oneself." 

"The best thing about the future is 
that it comes only one day at a time." 

"It has been my experience that 
folks who have no vices have very few 
virtues." 

"When you have an elephant by . 
the hind legs and he is trying to run 
away, it is best to let him run." . 

Opponents said Lincoln was too 
homely to be president. When a rival 
accused him of being two-faced, he 
replied, "If I had two faces would I be 
wearing this one?"

Stop the gouging 

The gasoline stations have been saying they are not.goug- 
ing consumers over the uneasiness regarding war in Iraq. Well 
this consumer says "hogwash." On Friday, March 14, the price 
of regular at the BP station at Route 134 and Nippersink in 
Round Lake, was selling at $1.78 per gallon and the Citgo at 
routes 120 and 134 advertised the same price. 

Interestingly, less than 5 miles east on Route 120 at Route 
45, the BP there advertised the exact same gas at $1.61 per gal- 
lon while the Shell.station across the street was also at $1.61 
per gallon. Why is there a difference of . 17 cents per gallon at 
Identical stations less than 5 miles apart? 

As of Thursday, March 20, the price of regular gas at the BP 
of Round Lake was $1.74 per gallon while the BP in Grayslake 
was still at $1.61 per gallon. The Shell station across the street 
at Route 120 and Route 45 was selling regular gas at $1 .58 per 
gallon. It does not take a genius to infer that oil companies are 
indeed gouging customers. 

When I asked the attendant at the BP in Round Lake why 
their gas was at $1.74 per gallon and the same franchise in 
Grayslake was $1.61 per gallon, his reply was that he himself 
bought gas at the station in Grayslake. He could not of course 
explain why the Round Lake BP was still selling gas .13 per gal- 
lon higher than the station in Grayslake. 

I think I have the answer to that question. GREED — plain 
and simple. Perhaps if consumers stopped buying their gas in 
Round Lake, and at other stations that are obviously gouging 
consumers, then the price of gas would more closely reflect 
what should be charged for that gas; gas that you can huy in 
Grayslake for a lot less money.

Yes, we are all scared but I do diink I can 
put thisin perspective and also give you some 
tips on how to teach your kids some good 
habits that will help them to avoid many ill- 
nesses. 

You are right that we don't truly have con- 
trol over this thing yet, but at least at this 
point, it seems that this virus hasn't really 
acted any differently than any other virus. I 
have heard that Influenza has killed more 
people than this one has. In other words, the 
percentage of people becoming fatally infect- 
ed is not at a level yet where health experts are 
panicking.

mize this for anyone who has become ill or 
lost loved ones to it. I also understand that 
the vast majority of people who contract the . 
virus, not only survive but really don't experi- 
ence anything worse than a flu. I have heard 
that the people who have died have had 
some other pre-existing threat to their 
immune system that weakened them. So, 
certainly if you have an immune problem or 
some other pre-existing health issue, obvi- 
ously be extra careful, but for the average 
healthy person, caution should be exercised 
but panic is probably not appropriate. 
Practicing good health habits and 
hygiene is not only important to each of us 



individually, but also to making sure that any 
illnesses don't spread. Simple things can help 
anyone feel more in control of.their health. 
Here are some things to teach your kids; 

Wash your hands. Don't wash the skin 
off, but wash frequently. Use liquid soap. I 
don't think that anti-bacterial is imperative 
for something like this because it is a virus, 
but these days, it is tough to find any soap 
that isn't anti-bacterial. 

Keep your fingers out of your eyes, nose 
and mouth when you are out in public.

Physical pain is a part of everyone's life at 
some time or other.

Asthma Condition Reversed

'When I was about twelve years old, my father who loved 
outdoor sports attempted to teach me to hunt and fish, 
Although I never developed my dad's love for these activ- 
ities, I learned several skills that would serve me well In 
later life.

Although this may 
not seem to be a complex subject to hunters, I was not 
familiar with the sport and needed the lesson. A shotgun 
is projects a large pattern of email "shot" but a rifle sends 
one bullet directly to a very small specific target. Just as ' 
a hunter knows when to use a shotgun and when lo use 
,a rifle each Job hunter needs to know which method to i 
use. 

The Rifle Approach 
Those who know exactly where their career is headed • 
you can use Ihe rifle approach. In this approach, a can- 
didate researches companies that seem to meet specific 
career objectives. They then send a resume to those lhal 
are the best match. This Is the preferred method for 
those who have a defined career plan because they can 
work toward that goal. However, those who use this 1 
t method you must have a complete understanding of their 
goals Including: skill strengths, area's for persona! 
growth, geographic preferences, the effects of spiritual 
i beliefs on their career, etc. For those who would like to 
do a study of all of these factors, I suggest Ihe book What 
Color is Your Parachute? 2000 (Bolles, Thomas Nelson: 
Berkeley, CA: Ten Speed Press, 1999). This book will I 
> help to analyze each factor that could Influence a job 
search. It is updated every two to three years and is | 
available at most libraries and bookstores.

| experience match, One ol the difficulties of this method Is i 
! that the candidate has not yet identified what the right job I 
, looks like. Subsequently, identifying a good job when it Is 
available may not be easy. In the next column, we will 
•explore how to know that right job when using the shot- 
gun approach.

any homeowners routinely 
treat their basements like a 
landfill, says Jim O'Connor 
of Clutter Control in Lake 
Forest,. dumping items wher- 
ever they find space.. They vow to get 
things in order in the spring, but rarely 
follow through. 

"When spring comes, they focus their 
energies on the upper floors. Next, they 
tend to the lawn and garden. During the 
precious weekends remaining.t hey 
would father relax on a lawn chair than 
shovel out the basement." 

O'Connor acknowledges that base- 
ments are even less inviting in the cold, 
dark winter months, especially if the 
floors are covered with dirty boxes and 
miscellaneous junk that you imagine are 
hiding places for small creatures. 
However, if the laundry machines are in. 
the basement and kids play down there, . , 
it's worth the effort to clean up. 

Richard Schulman says basements 



are more usable and more attractive if 
things are kept off the floor. Schulman 
operates White Rabbit, a Deerfield com- 
pany that installs specially designed cab- 
inets, shelves and workbenches in base- 
ments as well as in garages. 

"Most basements have small or no 
windows,' so use that valuable wall space 
for storage," Schulman says. "You can 
hide messy things behind cabinet doors, 
and keep important things visible on 
shelves. White laminated cabinets will . 
brighten up the room, and you might 
consider additional lighting." 

Keeping things off the floor will make 
the floor easier to clean, he adds. 
Cabinets. that are attached to the walls, 
or on legs at least four inches from the 
floor, will also reduce the chances of 
water damage if a basement has a seep- 
age problem during heavy rains.

eith Surroz was in the construction business when ne saw an adver- 
tisement that claimed to have doors and trim' for sale, and thought 
it sounded like a terrific offer. 

He could use the doors in the homes he builds. He expected 
to find around 20 to. 25 doors and he planned to purchase all of 



them. 



When he arrived at the address however, he found a whopping 500 doors 
for sale. The man who placed the ad must have been a very good salesperson, 
because even though Keith had the thought, "Where will I put them?" running 
through his head, he bought the doors.'

But with his entrepreneurial spirit, the would-be daunting storage problem 
turned into a new business idea.

•Stop weeds in their tracks.

• Raise your mower. Another reason 
not to cut your grass as short is that 
taller grass grows slower. Slow growth 
translates Into a lower frequency of mow- 
ing. Select a length that's short enough to 
be aesthetically pleasing, yet long enough 
to extend the time between mowing (gen- 
erally 1-1/2 inches to 3 inches).
